Much of this income w as de­ 
rived from the sale of chestnut poles, 
posts, ties and lum ber killed by the 
blight. 
The rem oval of the dead and 
dying chestn u t trees has elim inated 
serious fire hazards, and also made 
room for o th er valuable fo rest trees 
to grow. 
Considerable income was 
also derived from the sale of m in­ 
erals, such as sand, clay, and g anister 
rock. 
Each year an increasing in­ 
come is also derived from the recrea­ 
tional privileges on the state forests, 
which include the leasing of perm a­ 
nent cam p sites, concessions, and o th ­ 
er recreational privileges. 
The to ­ 
tal income from this source during 
1925 was $12,611. 
The grow th of the state forest re ­ 
ceipts has been very rapid.
